SOLDIERS’ HOME AT MARSHALLTOWN.

AN ACT making Appropriations for the Soldiers’ Home at Marshall-
town, Jowa.

Be it enacted by the Qeneral Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Seorion 1. That there is bhereby appropriated out of any
money in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for
the 8oldier's Home at Marshalltown, Iowa, the following
sums, or 8o much thereof as may be necessary for the follow-
ing purposes, to-wit:

For two buildings complete for officers of thehome.$ 4,000

For improvements of the grounds........ ceenen $ 1,000

To reimburse support fand................ ....$ 1,532

Skc. 2. The money herein appropriated shall be paid on
the order of the commissioners of said home, at such times
and in such sums as may be deemed necessaﬁl by them:
provided that not more than one-half thereof shall be drawn
during the year 1892, and the balance in two equal install-

ments—the first on or after May first 1893—-and the second
on or after October first 1893.

Szc. 3. This act being deemed of immediate importance

CHAPTER 95.

OOTTAGES AT SOLDIERS’ HOME, MARSHALLTOWN.

AN ACT to provide for the erection of cottages at the Iowa soldiers’
home for soldiers, sailors and marines, and their wives; and also to
provide for suitable rooms and accommodations for the widows of
deceased soldiers, railors and marines, and their support at said
soldiers’ home, and making appropriations for the same.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Secrion 1. The board of commissioners of the Iowa soldiers’
home are hereby authorized and directed to cause to be con-
structed during the year 1892, upon the grounds of said insti-
tution at Marshalltown, ten buildings commonly called cot-
tages, one story in height and to contain at least three rooms
each; said cottages when completed not to cost more than the
sum of five hundred dollars ($500) each.

8ro. 2. In providing for and erecting said buildings or cot-
tages, said board of commissioners are to proceed in the man-
ner and be governed, so far as the same may be applicable, by
all the provisions of chapter 58 of the acts of the Jllwent -8ec-
ond General Assembly in relation to the erection of the build-
ings provided for in that act; being the act to establish and
maintain a soldiers’ home in the state of Iowa.

Skc. 8. 8aid board of commissioners are further authorized
and directed in case any person or persons are willing at their
own expense, to erect or cause to be erected, any additional
cottages upon the grounds of said institution for the same use
as those 80 to be erected by the state; to assign ground for the
same and allow the same to beso erected. Provided that any
and all of such cottages shall be uniform in plan and construc-
tion with those so to be erected by the state and shall remain
permanently as other cottages erected by the state.

Useof cottages ~ 8go. 4. All cottages in this act provided for, when erected

shall be for the exclusive use and benefit of honorably dis-
charged roldiers, sailors and marines who are now or may be
hereafter under the laws of this state admissible to said sol-
diers’ home, and the dependent wives of such soldiers, sailors
and marines who may desire to live with their husbands at said
